In recent days the international press and the press of Bosnia-Herzegovina have carried colorful accounts 
alleging that corruption charges are being brought against RS Government officials. Although 
Sat on is still incomplete, the Office of the State Prosecutor has launched an internal investigation 
nto wl her due process's being respected in this case, which appears have been orchestra ed by second- 
level officials ; in the Police Services and the Office of the State Prosecutor, acting without the knowledge 
of their superiors and perhaps under outside political pressure. 

The conclusion to be drawn here is not, as some might wish, that Bosnia-He^ go vina shouW remain a 
chent state of the international community under the administration of the Office of the High 
RepTeslntativ On the contrary, now is the time to put the responsibility for governance of that country 
nn th ha" d of its democraticahy elected leaders, under the watchful eye of the international community 
Z be sure but sapping away the excuse that Bosnia's people and its leaders lack the authority to control 
their destiny. 

But all of these are being actively addressed by the leaders in BiH and the recent Agreements in Prud 
demo, h-ate the capacity of the political leadership there to do so successfully and on peaceful bases.
